They Were Disembarked at Dai- 
quiri With Bat Little Resists 
ance From the Spaniards. 



THE WAB DEPARTMENT DELIGHTED. 



The Vicinity "Was Shelled For Some 
Time by the American War Ships 
Under Adm. Sampson.

Washington, June 23.— OQiclal di 
patohes received Wednesday night by 
both Secretary Alger and Secretary 
Long Indicated that the landing of the 
troops near Santiago was progressing 
most favorably. The first landing was 
effected at Daiquiri Wednesday morn- 
ing and met with comparatively slight 
resistance. This was stated in a dis- 
patch received Wednesday evening by 
Secretary Alger, though brief, was full 
of news and meaning. It follows: 
Playa del Este, June «3.

DaIQUIRI, Cuba, June 22 — Lauding at 
Daiquiri this morning

Secretary Alger expressed himself 
as delighted at the expedition \ ' 
which the landing of the troops 
being effected and with the fact that 
no serious obstacle was being 
offered by the enemy, 
strued the text of tien. Shafter's 
message to mean that the enemy had 
made merely a nominal and ineffective 
resistance by firing from the hills at 
long range. Shortly after Secretary 
Alger received bis dispatch, Secretary 
Long received a more extended cable- 
gram from Adm. Sampson. It too was 
dated at Playa del Este, at 0:5U Wed- 
nesday evening. The text of the dis- 
patch translated from the navy de- 
partment cipher is as follows: 

"Landing of the army Is progressing 
favorably at Daiquiri. There is very 
little if any resistance. The New Or- 
leans, Detroit, Castine, Wasp, and Su- 
wanee shelled vicinity before the land- 
ing.' We made a demonstration at 
Cabanas to engage the attention of the 
enemy. The Texas engaged the west 
battery for some hours. She had one 
man killed Ten submarine mines 
have been recovered from the channel 
of Guantanomo. Communication by 
telegraph has been established at 
liuautanamo. 

(Signed.) "Sampson."

Washington, June 23 -To the de 
light of all true soldiers, (ien Shafter 

by exact orders from Washington, bu 
is to be allowed the widest liberty o 
action in the belief that he. being ot 
the ground, is capable of judging 
best the propriety of projected 
movements. The lieutenant colunel. 
however, who is a member of t-cn 
Miles' staff and directly in charge oi 
the signal work in Santiago province, 
communicated briefly with Gen. Miles 
in cipher the fact that the debarkation 
of the troops had be^'un, and that » 
plan of attack had been arranged. 

The re-enforcement of Gen. Shafter 
actually began Wednesday in the de- 
parture of a regiment and a battalion 
of the troops at Camp Alger for San- 
tiago. They go to Newport News and 
then by steamer direct to Santiago. If 
the expectations of the projectors 
this movement are realized, these 
troops arc likely to occupy actually 
less time in the passage than did tin 
first contingent which left Tampa 
rectly, notwithstanding the distal 
is twice as long. 

Formal orders were issued placing 
Gen. Guy V. Uenry in charge of the 

Dufrreld's and Uarretson's brigades, 
which are to form part of the nev 
vision.

The feeder, which is a duplex pump and 
a coil heater, is very simple, and com- 
paratively inexpensive. It is the same 
system that is used on ocean and lake 
steamers, and there is no reason why it 
should not be an unqualified success on 
the Western rivers. Several other boats 
will put on similar heaters as soon as the 
Louisville s has been given a thorough 
trial.

The Trans-Mississippi stamps differ ma- 
terially In size from the ordinary series, 
the engraved space being about seven 
eighths of an inch wide by about one and 
three-eighths long. 

The border, which forms in its inner 
line an irregular oval framework to i 
of the scenes represented, consists of a 
tluted figure on either side, with interior 
cross-bars, beginning in a single line near 
the bottom of the stamp, and enlarging 
until it reaches a shield in each of the 
upper corners, wherein is engraved in 
while the Arabic numeral of denomina 
tion— the dollar mark being also included 
in the case of the one and two dollar 
stamps. At the top, connecting the two 
shields, and united to the Muled frame- 
work on the two sides, is a curved tablet, 
on which are engraved in small white 
capitals the words "United States of 
America. " Above this, on either side, are 
heads of wheat, and between these a 
small scroll. Immediately below the cen- 
tral scene is the title of the picture in di 
minutive white Gothic letters on a curved 
tablet, and below this on either side, in 
scrolls, are the words of value, "one," 
•two," and so on. in white capitals, except 
in the case of the two highest denomina 
tious, when "fl" and "13 "are substituted 
for letters. Above eacL of these is a pro 
jecting ear of corn, and at the bottom of 
ill on a straight black tablet are the 
words "Postage One Cent," "Postage 
Two Cents." and so on. in white capi 
tals.
